Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

1. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by WO 01/06997 
('097. 

See page 1, lines 1-15, see page 2, and lines 8-25 for the tocopherol and grape seed 
extract. The See page 3, lines 4-8 for the ranges. The specification discloses that the " oligomeric 
procyanadins " are isolated from grape seeds. The WO document discloses the grape seed extract 
and therefore claims 3-4 are also anticipated by the WO document . 

is recognized that applicants are claiming benefit of Switzerland 2520/00 fled 
12/22/200. There is no certified translated document and as such the filing date of the 
application is 12/21/00 and the WO document is a competent reference under 102(a).
